Bill Introduced 
In State Senate 


Legislation to create a goy- 
ernmental body to begin work 
on a! new major airport near 
East St, 
in the Illinois Senate Tuesday. 

The Dill, sponsored by Sen. 
Merrill Ottwein (R-Edwards- 
ville), would’ create the St. 
Louis Metropolitan Area Air~ 
port Authority, A companion 
bill would give it the power to 
condemn land for the airport 
under the state’s ‘quick .tak- 
ing:’ procedures. ‘ 

John A, Robson, special coun- 
sel for transportation to Gov. 
Ogilvie, told a briefing meeting 
of legislators that passage of 
the act will permit early selec- 
tion of the site for the new air- 
port 

Under the terms of the act, 
the governor would appoint 
five unpaid members to the 
authority board with the .con- 
sent of the Senate to serve 
staggered five-year terms. 

The authority of the board 
would extend’ to Madison, St. 
Clair, Monroe, Bond and Clin- 
ton counties in Illinois, and 
would permit issuance of rev- 
enue bonds to finance site ac- 
quisition and construction. An 
ippropriation of $1.5 million is 
provided, to finance initial op- 
erations.

I guess his arms were 
broken,” Fischer told thé Press- 
Record. 

“A truck driver was trying to 
put out the fire with a small ex- 
tinguisher, and I tried to move 
in to try to help the injured 
man through the rear window, 
but then he was suddenly en- 
gulfed in flames. 

“It's rough,’ Fischer related, 
“to look into a man’s eyes and 
then see him go up ‘in flames 
and you can’t do anything about 
it.”

Nameoki Twp., Levee Board Meet Tonight on Drainage 


A meeting of Nameoki town- 
ship and East Side Levee and 
Sanitary District officials to find 
solutions to several critical 
drainage problems has been set 
for this evening in the levee 
board office in Granite City, Na- 
meoki Town Clerk Louis Whit- 
sell reported during Monday's 
town ‘board meeting. 

Earlier efforts by the town 
board to meet with levee ‘dis- 
trict authorities met with no re- 
sponse, although a letter sent 
by the board emphasized the se- 
rious nature of extensive flood- 
ing problems in lowland areas 
of the township during heavy 
rains. 

A major problem is the lack 
of drainage from Long Lake. 
At. a previous session, board 
members pointed out the high 
level of Horseshoe Lake pro- 
hibited drainage from Long 
Lake and Elm Slough into the 
larger body, the only drainage 
outlet for Long Lake. 

Keeping the level of Horse- 
shoe Lake high also prevents 
any effective service from the 
new Breckenridge lane drainage 
tile system installed by the 
township, it was explained. 

Complaints on Dog 

Residents of the Nightingale 
court area complained about 
lack of control by owners of 


dogs. A, woman said her niece, 
who is pregnant, was chased by 
a German Shepherd dog on her 
own property. ‘The animal 
lunged at my niece and she just 
managed to fall into a car door 
to escape it.”

Keehner, who was present at 
last night's meeting of the city 
Air Pollution Control board at 
the city hall, said he would at- 
tend the public conference and 
would cooperate with the local 
board and citizens. A verbal 
complaint against the blast fur- 
nace operations was made to 
the board last night by N. T. 
Fox, 2666 Edwards street: 

Fox submitted pictures which 
he said were taken along Ed- 
wardsville road earlier this 
week when motorists were 
forced to turn. on their head- 
lights because of the dense 
smoke. Fox said the smoke was 
pouring from the open doors of 
the coke ovens, 

He also submitted an envelope 
of flyash which he said was 
swept from the porch at his 
home. “This happens every 
day the wind blows from the 
south. You know it’s from the 
coke plant; you. can smell it 
and you can taste it 

“This is bad for the people, 
and it is definitely a nuisance,” 
Fox said. 

Henry Bieniecki, air board 
chairman, called ‘upon Prof. 
Erwin Hoelscher, part-time 
technical secretary for the city's 
Air Pollution Control board, to 
write a letter to Granite City 
Steel Co, asking for representa- 
tives to be present for the con- 
ference. 

Prof. Hoelscher explained that 
the blast furnace plant is in 
compliance with state air pollu- 
tion laws. and the city ordinance 
which is based on the’ state 
controls. He added that state 
law permits smoke to be emit- 
ted from a battery of coke ovens 
for 20 minutes each hour and 
that there are three batteries at 
the blast furnace plant 

Keehner was called upon to

A bill to prohibit out-of-state 
refuse disposal in Illinois — 
geared particularly for the 
Chouteau Island landfill opera- 
tions—was introduced Tuesday 
in-the state senate by Senator 
Merrill Ottwein (R-Edwards- 
ville).

Vocational Schooling 
Explained to Club, 


Vocational programs at the 
Granite City high school from 
1917 to the present time were 
outlined by M. A. Wittevrongel, 
administrative assistant for vo- 
cational and adult education at 
GC high school, at the Granite 
City Rotary Club luncheon 
meeting Tuesday at the YMCA. 

He said that in 1917 the Smith 
Hughes Act made federal funds 
available for vocational pro- 
grams but also put strict guide- 
lines on the program, Then, in 
the 1960's, amendments to laws 
for federal aid made the pro- 
gram more useful, dividing it 
into three sections for the dis- 
advantaged, handicapped and 
for co-operative education. 

Beginning this year, schools 
receiving aid have to present a 
five-year plan for vocational 
programs. A committee of 30 
citizens from all walks of life 
were appointed to submit a plan 
for the program to the board of 
education. With approval, the 
project with new directions is 
geared to offer opportunity to 
the three sections. 

Wittevrongel said the entire 
program includes consideration 
for both boys and girls, poten- 
tial drop-outs and counseling for 
the youth. 

Using a new approach to the 
overall program, Wittevrongel 
stated, the plan is to present a 
work-oriented thinking process 
to the youngsters in the lower 
grades and to prepare them for 
the idea of education with a job 
included and not just the idea 
of going to higher education,

Smith to Seek 


$350,000 for 
Area Drainage 


Sen. Ralph T. Smith, (R., I11.), 
next Monday will appear before 
the Senate Appropriations Sub- 
committee on Public Works to 
request funds for Illinois publi¢ 
works projects, 

His testimony will include 
support of improvements for 
control of interior flooding in 
Madison and St, Clair counties, 
along the east bank of the Mis- 
sissippi River between 175 and 
195 above the mouth of the Ohio 
River, authorized by the Flood 
Control Act of 1965. 

“The area contains 86,000 
acres of bottomland and ‘re- 
ceives runoff from an addiional 
50,000 acres of adjacent hill 
land, It is a highly developed 
area with the major portion de- 
voted to industrial, commercial 
and residential usage, and the 
remainder in agriculture,” 
Smith will testify. 

“The plan of improvement 
provides for channel improve- 
ments, diversion ditches, de- 
tention areas, a reservoir on 
Little Canteen Creek and a 
pumping plant to. reduce dam- 
ages from interior. flooding; 
$350,000 is included in the fiscal 
1970-71 budget for this project 
for advance engineering and 
design.” 

Urges $1 Million for Dam 

Smith also will urge appropri- 
ations totaling $214 million for 
two projects in his home town 
of Alton, 

He ‘believes $1.5 million is 
needed for construction of a 
federal building in Alton and $1 
million for Alton Lock and Dam 
26. 

The Alton city hall is being 
used for federal court activities 
because suitable facilities were 
not available. There are no fa- 
cilities for the U.S. attorney and 
the marshal,. The House Ap- 
propriations Committee has ear- 
marked $1.5 million for the proj- 
ect and Smith wants the Senate 
Appropriations Committee to re- 
tain that total in the appropria- 
tion bill, 

Smith reports the new budget 
includes $200,000 for the Alton 
lock and dam project, but he 
says the Corps of Engineers 
feels it is necessary to relocate 

the lock and dam due to poor 
foundation conditions which 
would prohibit rebuilding or 
making major modifications on 
the present site.

Law Enforcement Conference under Way Council Freezes 


Several outstanding speakers 
on topical- subjects such as 
“Militancy, Boycotts and Dem- 
onstrations,” “Drug Abuse’” and 
“Argon, Bomb Threats and

SIU-SW Faculty 
Hopes to ‘Break 
Violence Cycle’ 


The faculty of .SIU-SW on 
Monday adopted a_ resolution 
condemning “‘recent anti-intel- 
lectual acts on campuses by 
both government officials and 
groups within the university 
community (which)‘are directly 
contrary to the fundamental 
purposes of higher education in 
a free society.” 

The resolution calls for SIU- 
SW to provide “opportunities 
for inquiry” into ways to “break 
this cycle of violence on our 
campuses and to preserve rea- 
son and our community from 
the threats which confront us.” 

The voice vote came at a 
quarterly meeting of the facul- 
ty which had been called prior 
to, but was held after, U. S. in- 
volvement in Cambodia and the 
deaths of four students at Kent 
State University in Ohio. 

At the start of the faculty 
meeting, Bill Spear, a student 
spokesman for the Coalition, a 
campus group opposed to the 
Cambodian involvement, read 
what he termed a “state of the 
university” message calling for 
SIU-SW to take no reprisals 
against Prof. Laud Humphreys. 

Humphreys has been charged 
with destruction of government 
property and interfering with 
the administration of the Selec- 
tive Service Act during a dem- 
onstration last week. 

‘Agents Recording Lectures? 

The Coalition statement also 
protested “‘infiltration of govern- 
ment agents on this campus 
who sit in classrooms to tape 
lectures and then turn them 
over to the FBI or other govern- 
ment agencies. 

The Coalition demanded that 
a student-faculty committee be 
established to re-evaluate the 
role of the university in federal- 
ly-sponsored programs such as 
ROTC, urban affairs, research 
projects and loans. The faculty 
refused Spear’s request that the 
meeting be devoted to these 
topics, but later adopted its own 
resolution. 

The text of the resolution 
adopted by the faculty follows: 

“The university community 
can only respond with indigna- 
tidn and despair to the killing of 
four university students on the 
Kent State campus this past 
Monday (May 4). Recent anti- 
intellectual acts on campuses by 
both government officials and 
groups within the, university 
community are directly con- 
trary to the fundamental pur- 
poses of higher education in a 
free society. 

“The expanded use of violence 
on campuses can only lead to 
an increase of violence by all 
sides in confrontations on cam- 
puses and in the larger society. 

Open Forums Threatened 

“This reciprocal increase of 
violence threatens to destroy 
the possibility for open forums 
of rational dissent and criticism 
on our campuses and, indeed, 
could well destroy the univer- 
sity as a viable institution. Such 
consequences provide the condi- 
tions for that dogmatism asso- 
ciated with the closed authori- 
tarian society. 

“Given these acts of violence 
and the policies and reactions 
which well may be associated 
with them, the faculty by this 
resolution takes action to pro- 
vide opportunities for inquiry 
directed to these matters. 

“Students and faculty will im- 
mediately begin to plan activi- 
ties and experiences for the 
purpose of seeking, ways to 
break this cycle of violence on 
our campuses and to preserve 
reason and our community from 
the threats which confront us.”

Text of Dress Code 


Text of the dress code adopt-” 


ed Monday night follows: 

“The Granite City school dis- 
trict believes that a working 
clothing code helps prevent ju- 
venile delinquency and produces 
higher moral and _ physical 
standards among youth. 

“It is not the intention of 
these regulations to usurp the 
prerogatives of parents for de- 
termining what is appropriate 
dress and grooming for their 
children in accordance with the 
age and grade of those young- 
sters. 

“In the light of full recogni- 
tion of the fact that styles 
change and that their accept- 
ance is an individual and a 
family matter, that good taste 
is relative, and that aesthetics 
can not be legislated, these reg- 
ulations have been prepared. 

“By the same token, the guid- 
ing principle has been ‘modera- 
tion in all things.’ Of paramount 
importance in the design of the 
code was concern for the health 
and safety of the students and 
the avoidance of distractions to 
the educative process 

“The purpose of this set of 
rules is threefold: 

“tf, To set the limits of what 
are acceptable dress’ and 
grooming in school. 

Climate for Learning 

“2. In recognition of the iden- 
tity of the school as a place for 
teaching and learning, to. en- 
courage that mode of dress and 
grooming which is conductive 
to establishing a climate for 
such teaching and learning. 

“3. To reflect the concern of 
students, parents, teachers and 
administrators with those fac- 
tors of dress and grooming 


. lowed if they are the 


which may affect the education 
of young people in a democracy. 

“Nothing which appears in 
this code is to be interpreted to 
limit the responsibility and obli- 
gation of teachers to make and 
enforce regulations concerning 
control of ‘hair or clothing in 
the interests of safety demon- 
strably involved in any specific 
teaching situation. 

No Revealing Fashions 

“1. Modesty and the avoid- 
ance of distracting influences 
are to be the key to dress. Pro- 
hibited are the nude look, see- 
through or peek-a-boo modes, 
revealing fashions, (i.e., slit 
skirts, bare midriffs, cut-outs), 
sut or torn articles of clothing, 
undergarments worn as outer- 
wear, and styles which exagger- 
ate, emphasize or call attention 
to anatomical details. 

“Skirt length should be made 
to fit the individual form provid- 
ing that no stocking tops, etc., 
can be seen and the individual. 
can walk and sit properly. Cul- 
ottes and pant skirts are al- 
same 
length as skirts. Clothes de- 
signed for evening wear should 
be avoided. 

Girls may wear maxi dress- 
es and middi dresses. For safe- 
ty reasons, skirts should not 
overhang the heel. 

“2. Girls may wear blue jeans 
and slacks from the first of 
November through the first of 
April. Shorts for girls’ and cut- 
offs for boys are permitted from 
the beginning of May through 
summer school. Short shorts 
and skin tight slacks or shorts 
are not permitted, 

“Boys may wear blue jeans 
and levis provided they are 
clean and neat. White “T” or 
undershirts are permissable 
only if worn with dress shirts, 
sport. shirts, or sweaters. 
Sweatshirts are permitted pro- 
vided that they are clean, neat, 
and properly fitted and have no 
advertising on them. 

“3. Shirts and blouses ° de- 
signed for wear outside of pants 
or skirts may be worn but tailed 
shirts and blouses must be 
worn tucked ‘in. 

Length of Boys? Hair 

“4, Boys’ hair must not ex- 
tend below the collar, over the 
ears, or over the eyebrows. 
Sideburns should be neatly 
trimmed. Moustaches and 
beards are not allowed. 

“5. Wigs and falls are allowed 
provided they are clean, well- 
groomed and not’ of an unusual 
color, 

“6. Hair should not be worn 
in curlers, bobby pins or clip- 
pies, and should not be combed 
during class or in the safeteria. 

Type of Footwear 

“7, The most .desirable foot- 
wear is that which provides a 
firm walking surface, good bal-

“For the sake of cleanliness 
and good foot health, it is rec- 
ommended that stockings, 
socks, footlets or similar foot 
coverings be worn with shoes or 
slippers.

“9, Jewelry, buttons and other 
forms of ornamentation are per- 
missible except that they shall 
not make distracting noises, 
espouse violence, be obscene, 
suggest obscenity or be a per- 
sonal hazard in shops or class- 
es. 

“10, Eyeglasses with tinted 
lenses may not be worn inside 
school buildings except for med- 
ical reasons attested to by per- 
mission slip issued by school 
nurse in response to doctor's 
note, with time interval indi- 
cated.”

Summer Swim Classes 


Start June 1 


The local YMCA will begin 
its summer swimming instruc- 
tion classes on June Ist. Six 
two-week sessions have been 
scheduled for those. youngsters 
interested in learning how to 
swim. A’ complete schedule of 
swimming classes and other 
summer programs will be avail- 
able at the “Y” the last week 
of May. 

“More than 2800 people 
drowned last year. Most of them 
never intended to go into the 
water in the first place—either 
they were involved in a boat 
sinking or they slipped, tripped 
or fell into the water,” Charles 
Hasse, YMCA youth director, 
pointed out. 

“Learn to swim to save your 
life,” Hasse continued. “That 
is the first rule of water safety 
and besides learning to swim 
there are seven other YMCA 
rules-for safety in the water. 

“Never swim alone. It’s dan- 
gerous, nearly half of all drown- 
ings happen when people swim 
alone. Safety in numbers works 
in the water too. 

“Don’t take foolish chances, 
Look before you leap. Always 
wade into unfamiliar water, or 
lower yourself in gently, Teach 
youngsters this. It can prevent 
serious injury. Know your lim- 
itations. Many a swimmer gets 
into trouble because he does not 
know his limitations or won’t 
recognize them. Do not try to 
swim farther or longer than you 
safely can, and do not be ‘dared 
into trying it. 

“Obey warning signals; they 
are very important. Signs tell 
of many hidden dangers, water 
too shallow for safe diving, 
strong currents, debris, pollu- 
tion. 

“Keep an eye on the young: 
sters. They can wander into 
danger very quickly. Be wary 
of water wings, innertubes, or

“Following the rules will give 
you maximum fun and safety 
in the water,” Hasse said. “The

Local Doctor Tours Russia; Finds Primitive Conditions 


, General impressions of life in 
Russia with specific emphasis 
on the role of the Soviet phys- 
ician in Russian society and the 
type of medical facilities av- 
ailable to the average citizen 
were reported this week by Dr. 
Harold E, Toussaint, a local 
obstetrician. and gynecologist 
who returned recently from the 
Soviet Union. 

“Everyday life is extremely 
primitive in the Soviet Union 
relative to our society, compar- 
able perhaps to the 1930's by 
U.S. standards,” Dr. Toussaint 
said, however, that fairly good 
medical care is available to the 
Russian citizen. 

Analogous to the private phy- 
sician’s office here is the poly- 
clinic system used in Russia, 
the local doctor said. Other 
than in an emergency situat- 
ion, a sick person in the Soviet 
Union goes to a_poly-clinic 
where an estimated 80% to 85% 
of those treated are sent home, 
similar to an office call. 

The remaining patients are 
assigned to appropriate hospit- 
als that specialize in the type 
of ailment requiring treatment. 
For’ example, he noted, certain 
hospitals are equipped to handle 
only surgical - orthopedics,

while others concentrate on ob- 
stetrics and gynecology. 
Research Centers 

Seriously ill patients may be 
referred to highly-specialized 
medical research centers, 
where the most difficult cases 
are | processed. 

During the two-week tour, ar- 
ranged by the American Med- 
ical Association, Dr. Toussaint 
visited Moscow, Leningrad and 
Kiev in the U.S.S.R., Budapest 
in Hungary and Prague, Czech- 
oslovakia. About 45 physicians, 
their wives and children were 
in the 114-member tour group. 

Interviews were arranged 
with Russian physicians, most 
of whom’ were in the’45-50 age 
category and all well informed 
in [their professional field, Dr. 
Toussaint said. 

He noted that fully 80% of all 
physicians in the U.S.S.R. are 
women, 93% of all OBY-GYN 
doctors are female, as are all 
doctors practicing pediatrics. 
Most doctors in the surgical 
field are male, he added. 

Certain areas of medicine are 
poor compared to U.S.  stand- 
ards, Dr. Toussaint commented, 
while other medical services of- 
fered the Russian citizen are 
closely allied to our own. 

He noted that the common

cancer screening procedure — a 
Pap test—used universally and 
proved extremely effective in 
detecting cancer in its early 
stages in women is not used at 
all in Russia. 

Many Old Structures 

Most medical buildings in the 
U.S.S.R. are older structures 
and the equipment appears in- 
ferior, to that available to Am- 
erican physicians, the doctor 
said. 

Within the Soviet Union, the 
group was escorted by Intour- 
ist, the National Soviet Travel 
Bureau, and the delegation 
traveled by Aeroflot, the Rus- 
sian airlines, 

In general, Dr.° Toussaint 
said, most Russian families are 
limited to one or two children, 
primarily by their, own “choice 
for economic reasons. They 
neither have the space in which

Prices charged for consumer 
geods are “outrageous,”. Dr. 
Tousaint said, The ruble is 
worth about $1.10 in U.S. money 
and an average worker makes 
a monthly’salary of 120 rubles. 
‘A black and white television, 
he noted, was priced at 300 rub- 
les, and shoes and clothing are 
equivalently high. 

Housing costs only 4% of a 
worker’s income, but homes are 
substandard to ours and the 
majority of families live in one 
and two-room apartments. Even 
in the newest apartment build- 
ings, families share bathroom 
space. 

Keeping families small due 
to a shortage of living space 
and economic limitations main- 
ly is achieved through abortion, 
the physician said. All a woman 
has to do is go to a doctor 
and tell him she wants an a- 
bortion. There are no restric- 
tions, he explained. 

In contrast to the Soviet Un- 
ion, Dr. Toussaint found Buda- 
pest “A very beautiful city. 
The Hungarian is much more 
liberal in his thinking and the 
programs are not as restrictive 
as_in Russia,” he’ said, 

There were language difficul- 
ties in questioning Soviet phys- 
icians during interviews, 
Granite City doctor commented, 
but they seemed well informed

doing than in learning anything 
from our group.

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$196 Million Public Aid Boost

An $856 million appropriation 
for the Department of Public 
Aid has been approved by the 
Senate Appropriations Commit- 
tee after a three-hour hearing. 

Attempts were made to add 
additional caseworkers and 
clerks to handle the heavy Cook 
county caseload but were un- 
successful. 

The appropriation represents 
a $196 million increase in the 
Public Aid budget over estimat- 
ed expenditures for 1969-70. 

Of the total, 929%—or $789 mil- 
lion—is for public aid grants 
and distributions while 8%—or 
$64 millon—is for administrative 
expenses and $3.3 million is for 
experimental projects (which 
came under heavy fire by the 
Senate committee), 

Department officials testifying 
before the committee said sig- 
nificantly rising caseloads and 
“the persistent upward trend in 
costs of goods and services are 
the major factors causing the 
increase in both distributive and 
administrative items.” 

The main increases outlined 
by the department are: 

Aid to Families with Dependent 

Children .... Up $84.4 million 
Medical Assistance—..Up $56.1 

million 
General Assistance....Up $26.5 

million 
‘Aged, Blind and Disabled... -Up 
$17.4 million 

Public Aid Director Harold 
Swank noted that except for an- 
ticipated increases in the stand- 
ards for ‘heating allowances, 
“the appropriation does not con- 
template any elevation in the 
content of the standard govern- 
ing the amount of public aid 
provided families and individ- 
uals.”” 

The extremely complex Envi- 
ronmental Protection Act. (H. 
3788), which could have a far 
reaching impact on the Illinois 
économy, is awaiting amend- 
ments on the House floor. 

The fnain bill and a series of 
enacting bills (H. 3789-3811 and 
H, 3823-3827) would give ulti- 
mate authority on all phases of 
pollution control to ‘a five-man 
board appointed by the gov- 
ernor. 

The Act also sets up three sep- 
arate agencies, each with sepa- 
rate funding, and would not only 
affect industry but farmers, feed 
lot operators, gas stations, res- 
taurants and every individual 
business enterprise, 

The five-man Pollution Control 
Board created by the Act would 
have the power to: 

1, Set ambient air and water 
quality standards. 

2, Establish emission stand- 
ards. 

3, Issye permits for construc- 
tion, installation or operation of 
any equipment, vehicle, vessel 
or facility. 

4. Set user charges for the 
emission of air—and discharge 
of water—contaminents. 

5. Require standards for in- 
stallation—by any person—of 
pollution abatement equipment. 

6. Set standards for the sale 
or use, of any container, bottle 
or other article determined to 
be an unreasonable burden for 
disposal. 

7. Prescribe 
noise. 

‘The Act supposedly is an 
attempt to centralize the 
state’s pollution fighting 
forces but does not appear 
to eliminate the present con- 
fusion caused by the multi- 
plicity of agencies and regu- 
lations imposed by county 
and local governments. 

The main bill calls for estab- 
lishment of a State Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency under the 
Governor which would ‘have the 
power to investigate and enforce 
provisions under the Act. 

It also sets up a five-man Pol- 
lution Control Board appointed 
by the Governor to establish 
standards and conduct hearings 
on complaints and violations. 

Another section establishes an 
Illinois Institute for Environ- 
mental Quality “to investigate 
practical problems relating to 
the technology and administra- 
tion of environmental protec- 
tion, to obtain, store and process 
relevant data, and to recom- 
mend technological, adminstra- 
tive and legislative changes and 
developments respecting envi- 
ronmental quality.” 

The act prohibits various 
practices for pollution of the air, 
water, land and sound environ- 
ment ‘and prescribes standards 
to be set in each of these areas. 

It provides for complaints to 
be handled through the Pollu- 
tion Control Board first, with 
possible relief through judicial 
review, 

It also prescribes penalties 


limitations on 


not to exceed $10,000 for viola- 
tion of the act and an additional 
penalty not to exceed $1000 for 
each day during which ‘the vio- 
lation continues. 

In other action on pollution 
legislation, Senator Merrill Ott- 
wein introduced S. 1447 - 1448 
which calls for a $750 million 
anti-pollution bond act to be sub- 
mitted to referendum in Novem- 
ber 1970 to provide funds for 
local governments to upgrade 
waste treatment facilities. 

“Also introduced is a proposal 
for an Illinois Small Business 
Assistance Corporation (H. 3828) 
by Bernard J..O’Hallaren, Chi- 
cago Democrat, which would be 
a quasi-public corporation to 
guarantee loans and subsidize 
interest payments on loans to 
small businesses to install, 
buy or lease pollution control 
devices and. equipment. 

Democratic leaders moved 


which allows a deduction for 
sales taxes paid up to $150, and 
H, 3531, which allows deduction 
for real estate taxes and rent at 
either 25% of the total amount 
or $600, whichever is less. 

No one has shown how reve- 
nues lost by these two bills 
would be replaced. 

Also cleared by the House Ex- 
ecutive Committee was House 
Joint Resolution—Constitutional 
Amendment .11 sponsored by 
House Speaker Jack Walker, 
Lansing Republican, to allow 
sales tax exemption on food and 
drugs. 

The measure would cost 
an estimated $250 million to 
the state, with no provision 
for replacement funds. It 
‘will be put on the November 
general election ballot if 
passed by both the House 
and Senate. The Constitu- 
tional Convention’s Revenue 
Committee is considering a 
similar provision. 

The House passed H. 3362 to 
increase the maximum penalty 
for improperly divulging confi- 
dential tax information from a 
fine of $1000 to $10,000 and—or 
imprisonment from six months 
to one year. 

The House Revenue Commit- 
tee referred 14 other revenue 
bills including: a number of in- 
come tax exemptions for vari- 
ous persons and groups, to a 
working subcommittee to be 
considered at a possible Novem- 
ber session. 

A series of three bills to es- 
tablish a Local Property Tax 
Replacement Fund financed 
through income tax sharing has 
reached the floor of the House. 

H, 3619, 3620 and 3621 would 
provide replacement revenues 
lost by local governments 
through enactment of exemp- 
tions of one auto and household 
furniture from individual per- 
sonal property taxes and a $1500 
homestead exemption for senior 
citizens. 

The bill, which appropriates 
$15 million for distribution to lo- 
cal governments in 1969-70, was 
voted out of the Appropriations 
Committee. 

Even though the package 
does not nearly call for 
enough revenues to replace 
the estimated $80 million to 
be lost by local governments 
next year, it is a step in the 
right’ direction. 

It the bill’s provisions 
were in full effect in 1971-72, 
it would provide not more 
than $50 million when local 
governments would be los- 
ing about $88 million. 

The House has passed by a 
close 89-60 vote an act to allow 
counties to repeal the Gun Reg- 
istration Act by a local referen- 
dum. 

The sponsor, Rep. Gale Wil- 
liams, Murphysboro Republican, 
also sponsored a bill during the 
first session of the 76th General 
‘Assembly to repeal the act. It 
passed the legislature but was 
vetoed by Gov. Ogilvie. 

Leaders of both the House 
and Senate are considering 
adjournment of this spring 
session to Nov, 16 for con- 
sideration of overriding 
vetos and other emergen- 
cles. 

The Senate Municipal Corpo- 
rations Committee killed H. 
1241, which would have allowed 
cities to annex contiguous land, 
by court order; and H. 1253 and? 
H. 1257, which would have al-) 
lowed local communities to Ii- 
cense and regulate all business- 
es within their corporate limits. 

The House passed H. 3319 and 
H, 3375 setting up a responsibil- 
ity law charging solvent insur- 
ance companies to continue poli- 
cies issued by an insurance 
firm that becomes insolvent.

But Not Yet Against ‘Junk Throwaways’ 


The United States Supreme Court recently 
upheld a 1967 law which provides that a re- 
cipient of unwanted “‘junk mail’ may require 
the sender to refrain from further mailings—and 
delete the recipient's name from all mailing lists 
owned by the sender—by simply filing a notice 
of objection with the Post Office. It is then man- 
datory on the Post Office to order such mailings 
stopped. 

Now, if the recipients of promiscuously 
thrown, “junk throwaways" could get the same 
citizen protection from their city governments, 
our lawns, sidewalks, parkways, streets and gut- 
ters would lose much of their unsightly appear- 
ance, especially during soggy rains, and soma of 
the litter and glut jeopardizing public sewers 
would be eliminated. 


Inaccurate Allegations Being Used ‘to 
Lead the Young to Take Radical Action 


Telling the truth is certainly a newspaper's 
No. | ‘responsibility, and public officials and 
those trying to sway the public also have a duty 
to be wholly accurate and fair in their utterances. 
Two glaring departures from the truth have 
come to light. 

Having assailed Supreme Court Justice 
Douglas’ new book immediately after it was 
published, we are glad to see that a number of 
others have now given it similarly low marks. 
One of the most obvious lies that it contains is a 
supposed 1932 Hitler “law and order’’ appeal 
noting streets in turmoil, universities filled with 
rioting, Communists seeking to destroy the coun- 
try and Russia voicing threats. 

Use of the false quotation puts a dictator 
label on anyone advocating order. But Hitler 
did not say it. The statement is a hoax, ap- 
parently coined on the University of California 
campus and first printed in an underground 
paper, the Berkeley Barb, May 23, 1969. Doug- 
las didn't bother. to verify it and many other 
charges. 

The SIU-SW student newspaper and pre- 
sumably others quoting the National Student 
Association last week said a_ student at 
Berkeley and a student at Stanford had been 
killed a few hours after four Kent State stu- 
dents were killed. 

This was widely believed and was referred 
to in a letter submitted for The Forum today. 
The reference was deleted from the letter on 
this page because no verification has been found 
for the Stanford and Berkeley death reports. 
But the allegations did their harm, helping radi- 


calize a number of people last week by con- 
vincing them that a pattern of ‘‘student murder’ 
was being followed throughout the nation. 

All of which makes it a bit easier to un- 
derstand how so many of the young have been 
led to adopt attitudes so far from reality. They 
have been led astray by lying ‘Judas goats,’ to 
use Supt. of Public Instruction Page’s phrase, 
over which his November election opponent is 
trying to make political hay. 

Page is being criticized because he sees 
some university officials as “spineless adminis- 
trators’’ and certain inciters of violence as ‘‘false 
prophets and dangerous radicals who have su- 
perimposed their harsh, malicious strains of hate, 
bitterness and radicalism into the lifeblood of _ 
American democracy.” 

Speaking of truth, as we have been, we 
have looked and failed to detect the error in 
Page’s words that Dr. Bakalis finds. We think 
the doctor had better seek some other campaign 
issue, particularly when his own remarks raise 
the question of how’ he would respond to cam- 
pus unrest and closings. 

Another November candidate, Senator Ott- 
wein, may have provided some university solu- 
tions with his four-point proposal this week: 

“1, Withdrawal of monetary support from 
any student taking part in a violent or destruc- 
tive campus activity. 

“2. Stricter screening of faculty candidates; 
more attention to campus duties. 

“3. Longer pre-tenure periods for faculty. 

“4. Withdrawal of public monies from 
campus newspapers which have become propa- 
ganda sheets for one point of view, subsidized 
by the public.” 


Store ‘Pranks’ Could Cause Blindness, Death

The act of hiding and igniting “torpedo” 
explosives on grocery shelves in this area can- 
not be categorized as a childhood prank because 
the shrapnel and flying canned goods could be 
lethal or could cause blindness if they struck a 
customer walking by or a child riding in a food 
cart. The unexpected noise, and uncertainty 
about its source, could cause an elderly person 
to suffer a fatal heart attack. 

The potential consequences are so serious, 
including: murder charges, that perpetrators 
could subject themselves to harsh penalties. 
There is nothing funny about such a severe crime 
and its appropriate punishment.

The 24-year United Auto 
Workers president headed the Congress of In- 
dustrial Organizations until it merged with the 
American Federation of Labor, and had served 
as an AFL-CIO vice-president until the UAW 
joined the Alliance for Labor Action two years 
ago. His leadership in establishing the collective 
bargaining process made, in the words of AFL- 
CIO President George Meany, a “unique and 
lasting contribution.”

State Law Spotlights Education 
Of 6 Types of Handicapped Pupils 


(Tri-City and Illinois Bar Associations) 


School officials around the 
state will soon be reviewing the 
1963-70 school year to determine 
how well they have carried out 
the spirit and purpose of. a rel- 
atively new state law, the Man- 
datory Special Education Act. 

The Act is the first Illinois 
law to require public school 
districts to provide special train- 
ing for handicapped youngsters, 
including those who cannot be 
educated in a normal classroom 
situation, 

In the past, some school dis- 
tricts, in varying degrees, pro- 
vided training for handicapped 
children but there was no for- 
mal statewide program. Now 
there is. 

The Mandatory Special Edu- 
cation Act was adopted by the 
1965 legislature. However, to 
give local school districts an 
opportunity to make plans, be- 
gin hiring the necessary special- 
ized personnel, and constructing 
or adapting classrooms, the 
law's effective date was estab- 
lished as July 1, 1969. 

The law requires special 
education for handicapped 
children in six different 
categories: speech defec- 
tive; emotionally disturbed 
or socially maladjusted; ed- 
ucable mentally handi- 
‘capped; those with any type 
of physical handicap; mul- 
tiply handicapped children; 
and trainable mentally han- 
dicapped. 

Since it would be imprac- 
tical or impossible for most 
Jogal school districts to pro- 

ide training in all six cate- 
gories, a district may trans- 
port a child to another dis- 


trict where the necessary 

training is available. 

Also, in exceptional ‘cases, the 
state superintendent iof public 
instruction may authorize place- 
ment of the child in a private 
training facility. 

The program is being subsi- 
dized by the state ‘since the, 
legislature recognized: that spe- 
cial training costs more than 
conventional education. 

For example, the state is re- 
imbursing to school’ districts 
about half the cost of education 
personnel salaries, although in 
the higher paying districts this 
subsidy may be less than half. 
If use of private training is au- 
thorized, the school district may 
Pay up to $2000 of the tuition, 
all but $600 which is reimburs- 
able from the state, 


In addition, the state also pays 
to each school district the same 
general per-pupil aid for each 
handicapped child as it pays for 
the non-handicapped child. 

Special education reimburse- 
ment costs to the state for 19 
70—the first year of broad im- 
plementation of the jaw — will 
total nearly $51 million, This in- 
cludes $43 million for special 
education programs and serv- 
ices, $6 million for new class- 
room facilities and $2 million 
for private tuition, . 

School officials also will study 
another figure: the number of 
children served. 

Ultimately, the program is ex- 
pected to involve perhaps 250,- 
000 children, based upon esti- 
mates that about 10% of all 
school children have one type 
of ‘handicap or another, 


“A Bridge Over Troubled Waters

Why is it that as our nation 
achieves ever higher levels of 
material prosperity, more of us 
are unhappy and dissatisfied? 

Economists have suggested 
two reasons. One is: ‘“‘luxur- 
ies” quickly become ‘‘necessi- 
ties,” so that the typical fam- 
ily’s aspirations expand faster 
than its income. The second is 
that the minority remaining in 
real poverty feel their depriva- 
tion more strongly as they see 
the widening chasm between 
their standard of living and the 
rest of the country's. 

What can we do about it? The 
Salvation Army, which is ob- 
serving National Salvation 
Army Week May 11-17, has 
some good answers. 

The organization’s aid to the 
unfortunate is well known, 
though few realize the extent of 
its services, which include 
many special programs such as 
those for alcoholics, drug ad- 
dicts, unwed mothers, neglected 
and disturbed children, and 
homeless men. 

Fewer still realize what it of- 
fers to the more typical indi- 
vidual and family. 

As a religious organization, 
The Salvation Army stands for 
deep and abiding spiritual val- 
ues. And, as a very practical 
organization, it provides worth- 
while activities for everyone 
from toddlers to senior citizens, 
ranging all the way from bas: 
ketball to Bible studiéS and 
designed to promote health of 
body, mind and spirit. 

‘The Salvation Army cele- 
brates its 90th anniversary 
in the United States this 


year. 
The first official contingent of 


Salvationists ‘‘invaded” New 
York City on March 10, 1880. 
Commissioner George Scott 
Railton and the seven young 
women accompanying him held 
an open-air service as soon as 
they disembarked. 


As part of its program of 
1970 services to the armed 
forces, The Salvation Army pre- 
sents a military kit containing: 
soap, toothpaste, razor and 
blades, shaving cream, etc., to 
each man inducted into the 
armed forces. Leading manu- 
facturers contribute the items. 

Young girls in The Salvation 
Army’s Homes and Hospitals 
for Unwed Mothers are enabled 
to continue their studies of jun- 
ior and senior high school sub- 
jects in special classes during 
their stay in the home.
